Standardized symbols should never'' 


be used to Indicate any other notice, 
or, in. other word:!, convey uny oilier 
meaning, than.that originally ep»cl- 
fled. For cxtitnpto. tho ''arrow" slu.ulrl 
b« used only Iti pointing tho mlno 
exit. If U Is desired to use an emblem 
to point out dlrtetlon In the mine oth- 
er than exit ft "hand." or otl.er ap- 
propriate emblem, should he used. 


The background for all sign-hoards 


shout ft bo white because this color is 


easily soiled and Is. Uicraforn, moro 
Ilkoly to bo' washed and retouched 
without dolay when warranted. Lot- 
torn or nymbolri In white on a dark 
colored background Is not preferable 
for tho reason that the smallest area 
and mosti Importttnt part of tho sign- 
board would bo tluit part of tho board 
most tiulcikly soiled and subsequently 
obliterated. 


In tho case of a email mlno, tho'on-' 


glneors could design, to any size that 
In deslvotl, a Bet oE loiters, number 
and symbols, or a pattern'of tho sign

which could bo cut out, forming steri-1 
nils or sign patterns as the case might 
bo. With the use of those forms all 
signs coul'd be painted quickly.

THREATENS STEEL

been 100 or less. It is thus seen that 
this plant has a continuous shortage 
of about SO minors, or one-third less 
than Is absolutely needed to produce 
tho maximum quantity of coal (or n 
full day's coke production. 
Even If 


tho minors at this plant wore to work 
every day, which they do not, and 
would make erfort to keep tholr daily 
individual production' to tho highest 
point, which they rarely attempt, It Is 
plain that 100 men will not and cannot 
do tho work or 150 men, which the 
plant needs to produce all tl)o coke 
it lias the capacity for making. This 
plant, and scores of others no hotter 
circumstanced in tho matter of labor 
supply, has its efficiency reduced every 
day In proportion us Lho mine force 
fails to produce sufficient coal to fully 
chargxs tho ovens. 


It Is this fact .which explains why 


the-' merchant oporalors cannot boost 
production In response to the Insistent 
demand frr more coke. Although the 
number ot merchant ovens In opera- 
tion from week to week ranges in the 
neighborhood of S59'o of the totnl, tho 
coko which those ovens produce Is 
but 70 to 80% nt capacity. A higher 
unit ot efficiency In operation has been 
a physical impossibility, notwithstand- 
ing a strenuoslty of effort never be- 
fore put forth. 


In tho boom period of 1813, when

•U5.000 tons of coko per wok. tho 
merchant operators 
were operating 


00 to 01% of tholr ovens at D8, 99,

Since thon '123,000 
tons has been the highest point in 
weekly production, with a drop to 35D,- 
000 tons during thy following week.

31)0,000 tons, with un average of -109,000 
tons' per-week during the third quar- 
ter as compared with an average 
of 432,000 tons per week during the 
second quarter.
